A RIVER BOULEVARD. 


COMMISSIONER MURPHY’S PLAN FORA NEW 
DRIVE. 


The Council and House of Delegates To- 
Night—Street Department Bridge Pians 
—Two Bills Likely to Remain in the 
Hands of the Committees—The New Doo- 


N referring to the 
recent visit of the 
Board of Pablic Im- 
provements to Oa- 
rondelet and the 
pressing demand for 
additional street, 
sewer, water, gas 
and wharf accom- 
modations in that 
part of the city, Har- 
bor Commissioner 
Murphy said to-day: 
„In addition to the 
grading and recon- 
struction of Oaron- 
‘delet avenue, or Broadway, as it is now called, 
there is another project, which if carried out 
would give the manufacturers, merchants and 
public generally south of Chouteau avenue a 
splendid driveway from the foot of Dorcas 
street to the River Des Pergs. That is the 
construction of a boulevard, 100 feet wide, 
from afpoint north of the Arsenal directly 
along the western bank of the Mississippi 
River to a point south of Davis street. This 
would give a perfectly level roadway 
for fully three miles and as a promenade and 
driveway would be one of the most popular 
and best frequented in the city. It would ina 
short time rival the Boulevard along Lake 
Michigan ip Chicago. There is always Some- 
thing enticing and attractive in a drive or 
ramble where there is running waterand fine 
scenery, and certainly those who know the 
locality referred to will realize at once that 
nowhere else in this country can a finer view 
be bad than from and under the bluffs extend- 
ing from the Work-houseto the foot of El- 
wood street. In the distance, to the eastward, 
and about ten miles away, yet plainly visible 
to the naked eye, are the bluffs of [linoils, 
along whose base formerly flowed the Father 
of Waters, and whose geological deposits 
bear distinct evidence of the  ac- 
tion of the waters for centuries 
before the bed of the river was di- 
verted westward. Twenty miles southward, 
grim, silent and majestic rise the bills above 
what is known as Indian Cave, the rural ham 
lets and the white village erected by the Gov- 
ernment for the use of the troops, can be seen. 
The idea is practical, the plan is entirely 
possible and practicable; there is nothing 
Utopian about it. It involves the filling out 
of the ground on the wharf line, say, on an 
average of sixty-five feet beyond the accre- 
tions now on the benks. This would be east 
ward of the Iron Mountain tracks. All 
of the rock for the dyking could be 
obtained from tha Work-house. The earth 
can be obtained from the strippings of the 
numerous quarries along the biuff. Flumes 
could be erected across the railway tracks, 
and the rock and earth sent through them and 
deposited at any d«signated point. The rip- 
rap and macadam ould all be obtained from 
the Work-house quarries and a boulevard 
made of the Telford paving that would in 
every way far surpass anything of the kind 
west of New York. 
It is generally conceded that one of the 
most serious drawbacks tothe manufacturing 


and mercantile interests of Carondelet is the 
absence of a convenient and level roadway or 
outlet from the mills to the depots of commerce 
in St. Louis. Wagons can not be loaded to 
one-half their — because of the enor- 
mous grades over which they have to travel. 
It is not generally known that there is but one 
outiet for hauling purposes from Carondelet 
northward. The ding of ‘*Obristian Hill,“ 
as it is called, will de of some benefit, but it 
could be dispensed with entirely if the plan 
briefly outlined here were carried into t. 
The width, being 100 feet, would admit of a 
division for promenading, pleasure driving 
and heavy hauling pu It would be a 
dthing to carry ibis through. It would 
crease the value of every foot of 
residence property south of Chouteau avenue 
100 per cent and would give anew impetus to 
manufacturing and real estate in Carondelet. 
The people in that district—I mean that south 
of Chouteau avenue—have been patient and 
long-suffering and there is not a street run- 
ning north or south or east or west in that 
whole section, except Grand avenue, where a 
Jeasure drive can be had. One miliion of 
ollars would be well spent in constructing a 
boulevard along theriver front. I think a 
careful estimate will show that it would not 
eost one quarter of that amount.

POLITICAL INFLUENCE A COMMODITY. 

It is said that after President HARRISON 
had described the kind of men he wanted 
to fill two important positions in the New 
York Custom-house, Mr. T. C. PLATT, 
who was expected to recommend two such 
men, merely smiled and remarked that 
when he found them he would be glad to 
give them places in the service of his ex- 
press company at double the salary Presi- 
dent HARRISON could offer them for serv- 
ing the Government. 

Mr. Pratt himself was not generally 
supposed to be earning his salary of , 000 
a year when he was a United States Sen- 
ater, but, having been a Senator and 
secured a ‘‘pull’’ on the Republican 
machine, he was quickly made President 
of a great express company with a salary 
of $30,000 a year, which salary seems to be 
paid him in order that he may give his 
undivided attention to the running of the 
machine aforesaid, and to the bossing of 
things at Albany and at Washington. 

Mr. ALDACE F. Wan, but recently 
glad to get the position of Interstate Com- 
merce Commissioner at $7,500 a year, did 
not have to hold it more than two years 
before the railroads induced him to with- 
draw from the commission and undertake 
to manage it for them for three years ata 
salary of $25,000 a year. 

So numerous are the promotions of 
Judges and other public officers to high 
salaried places in the service of corpora- 
tions that positions of great honor and 
public trust seem now to be sought after 
as mere stepping stones to more lucrative 
engagements with moneyed combinations 
deeply interested in the conduct of public 
affairs and willfhg to pay far more for 
political talent and influence than is paid 
to any public officer, even the President 
himself. The gifted orator and politician 
who figures so prominently in politics as 
President of the New York Central Rail- 
road, is paid as much for one year’s 
service as WASHINGTON, JEFFERSON, 
JACKSON or LINCOLN got for a four-years’ 
term as President of the United States— 
as much as MARSHALLor Warrx got for ten 
years’ service as Chief Justice of the 
most august tribunal on the earth. 
And now it is generally believed 
that ex-President CLEVELAND, whose 
practice in Buffalo probably averaged 
less than $5,000 a year, is getting more for 
the use of his name and political influence 
by a big firm of corporation lawyers in 
New York than he received as Chief 
Magistrate of the Union. 

Isthere no menace to popular govern- 
ment in such purchase and sale of politi- 
cal prominence and influence? If not, it 
is because it puts the people on their 
guard against both buyer and seller, and 
the influence wanes when it is sold. When 
an Interstate Commissioner, supposed to 
know the blind side and the weak 
spots of the commission, is suddenly 
transformed into a railroad representative 
with a salary of $25,000 a year, and 
similar transformations of trusted 
public functionaries are becoming 
more and more frequent, surely such oc- 
currences will arouse the people and their 
honest servants to the rapid and danger- 
ous increase of plutocraticand corrupting 
influence in our politics.

Her father’s sorrow or 
mime is nothing only as we think of what she 
must suffer for this hasty step.

Why is itthatthe IIlinaie Legislature is so 
siow to rise to its mission?

While the conspiracy law probibite unlawful 
combinations of labor for the restriction of 
trade, the anti-trust bill is intended to pro- 
hibit unlawful combinations of capital for the 
same purpose. Both such combinations have 
always been illegal by the commoniaw. The 
statutes merely give definiteness, certainty, 
and effect to these otherwise dormant princi- 
ples. 

Those who are most familiar with the per- 
sonnel of the two houses of this Thirty-sixth 
General Assembly are not sanguine that the 
anti-trust bill will find such smooth sailing in 
the Senate as it bas met with in the House. It 
is to be feared that the upper house contains 
the representatives of too many corporations 
which would be affected by this legisiation. 


Unconstitutional Inspection.

The New Engiand farmers have suffered un- 
speakably from the cheap grain of the West. 
Prices of farm products have in this way been 
pushed down far below a remunerative point, 
with bad results. Now suppose the Legisia- 
tures of the six States, taking all this into 
account, appoint delegates to a convention to 
devise a remedy; and these delegates adopt a 
measure to be submitted to the several Legis- 
latures and enacted into law, reguiring all 
grain thereafter sold in each State to be first 
inspected within the State on the stalks in the 
open fleids, thus prohibiting the further im- 
portation of Western grain, Would not such 
a proceeding be in plain violation of the Con- 
stitution, which not only probibite any State 
from entering into any compact or agreement 
wih other States, but gives to Congress the 
sole power of regulating commerce between 
the States? And we think our Western friends 
would see the point very quickly, too. Their 
dressed -beef bills should be stified, for as sure 
as they are enacted into law the Government 
of the United States will be obliged to inter- 
fere. 


How Protection Protects, 
New York Cable to London Sunday Times. 

I have already cabied how the firm of Hig- 
gins, carpet-makers, after inducing their em- 
ployes to walk in Republican processions and 
vote the Republican ticket so as to protect 
American industries,’’ promptly locked them 
out as soon as the election was over because 
they would not accept 12 per cent reduction of 
their wages. The Brooke Iron Co., the Read 
ing Iron Works and the Pottsville Iron & Steel 
Co. have followed their shining example, and 
ordered wages to be reduced from 5 to 17 per 
cent or their works would be shut down.

His Triumphbal Progress From Mount Ver- 
non to Gotham—Honors Along the Route 
—The Ceremony ef Oath Taken—What Is 
Being Dene in St. Louis te Celebrate the 
Event—A Meeting Called. 

22 NE hundred 
years ago the 

Government of the 
United States was be- 

gun under the consti- 
tution framed with 

so much care and now 

held in the highest 
esteem by the inhabi- 


tants of forty-two 
States and five Terri- 


tories. The formal begining was on April! 30, 
the day of the inauguration in New York of 
George Washington, Orst President under the 
constitution. 

The event was not without appropriate re- 
cognition at the hands of the forefathers, who, 
after the long and trying struggle for inde- 
pendence, were beginning to see the fruits of 
their heroism aud self-sacrifice. The tri- 
umphal progress of Washington from Mount 
Vernon to New York is described by John 
Bach MoMaster in Harper's Magazine for 


April. 
TRIUMPHAL PROGRESS. . 


„Wasbington set out on the 16th of April 
But he had not gone a mile from his door 
when a crowd of friends and neighbors on 
horseback surrounded bis carriage and rode 
with him to Alexandria. There the Mayor ad- 
dressed him in the fulsome manner of the time 
as the first and best of citizens, as the model 
of youth, as the ornament of old age, and 
went with him to the banks of the Po- 
tomac, where the men of Georgetown 
were waiting. With them he wenton till the 
men of Baltimore met him, and led him 
through Lines of shouting people to the best 
inn their city could boast. That night a 
pablic reception and a supper were gives in 
his honor, and at sunrise the next morning 
he was on his way toward Philadelphia. 

In size, in wealth, in population, Philadel- 
phia then stood first among the cities of the 
eountry, and her citizens determined to re- 
ceive their illustrious Presidentin a manner 
worthy ofher greatness and of hisfame. The 
plaee selected was Gray's Ferry, whore the 
road from Baltimore crossed the lower 
Schuylkill—a place well knows and often 
described by travelers. On the bigh ridee that 
bordered the eastern bank was Gray's 
Inn and gardens, renowned for the 
greenhouse filled with tropical fruit, 


the maze of walks, the grottoes, the hermit- 
the Chinese, bridges, the dells and 
that made it ‘‘a prodigy of art and 
Crossing the river was the floating 
bridge, made gay for the occasion with flags 
and bunting and festoons of cedarand laure! 
leaves. Aiong the north rail were eleven 
flags, typical of the eleven States of the new 
Union. On the south rail were two fags: one 
to represent the new era, the other the State 
of Penasyivyania. Across the bridge at either 
end was a triumphal arch, from one of 
which a laurel cruwn hung by 8 string, 
which passed to the hands a boy 
who, dressed in white and decked 
with laurel, stood beneathapine tree hard 
by. On every side were banners adorned with 
embiems and inscribed with mottoes. One 
bore the words, ‘‘May Commerce Flourish!’’ 
On another was a sun, and under it, ‘‘Behoid 
the Rising Empire. Athird was the rattle- 
snake flag, with the threatening words, 
Don't Tread om Me. On the hill overiook- 
ing the bridge and the river was a signal to 
give the people warning of the President's 
approach. 

Toward noon on the 2th of April the sig- 
nal was euddenly 8 and soon after, 
Washington, with Gov. if_im anda bost of 
one out to meet bim at 
the boundarv line of Aware, was seen rid- 
ing slowly down the bill toward the river. As 
be passed under the first triumphal archway 
the crown of laurel was 11 on his brow, 
and a — was — oo the * — the 
opposite shore, an people, ting 
Aa * live the President!” went over 
the ridge with dim to the  east- 
ern bank, where the troops were 
waiting to conduct him on to Philadei- 
phia, e whole city came outto meet him, 
and as he passed through dense lines of cheer- 
ing men the belis of every churoh rang out a 
merry peal, and every face, says one who saw 
them, seemed tosay: ‘‘Long, long, long live 
George Washington!’’ 

That night be slept at Philadelphia, was ad- 
dressed by the Executive Council of State, by 
the Mayor and Aldermen, dy the Judges of the 
Supreme Court, the faculty of the University 
of Pennsylvania, and the members of the 
Society of the Cincinnati, and early the next 
morning set out with a troop of horse for 
Trenton.

r Tonk, March 2%5.—The bodies of two 
sailors were picked up from a life raft on Sat- 
urday by the Mallory Line steamer Colorado, 
off Cape Charlies. Later on the steamer 

through a large quantity of wreckage, 
such as would indioate the loss of a good-sized 
vessel. Nothing was found upon the bodies 
on the raft to tell who the men were or to 
what ship they belonged. They were given 
decent burial at sea and the raft which 
bad been the stage for 80 terri- 
bie a tragedy drifted away with the 
current. The crew of the Colorado say that 
the wreckage, which they sighted for two 
hours after they bad sunk the bodies, was 
such as would come from a passenger 
steamer. There were the doors of cabins 
made of polished wood and many good sofas 
and chairs. White was the color of the 
painted work. Where planks were broken 
the wood looked black and worn as if the ves- 
gel they belonged to were an oldone. There 
was a good breeze on Saturday morning. 
Second Officer Frank W. Thomas was on 
the bridge. The course was due north, 
the vessel having left Galveston, Tex., 
March 9. Just after seven bells, or 11:30 
o’clock, Mr. Thomas sighted a quarter of a 
mile ahead, slightly on the port bow, what 
locked like a white boat bottom up.

The son of a long line of 
mustrious sires, Pancoast has risen to the 
top of the list and was regarded as the fore- 
most stallion in America. He ia by Woodford

CAUSES OF DESERTION. 

Thie state of affairs goes far to account for 
what is the greatest curse of the United States 
atm desertion. Men become very 
much Giscontented when they are doing for 
$13 a month work that civilians engaged pos- 
sibly on the same job are receiving $1.50 or $2 
aday for. Outof aforce of less than 25,000 
men there were last year nearly 3,000 deser- 
tions, and this is below ratber than above the 
ordinary proportion. Of course there are 
some menwhbo enlist with the intention of 
Geserting as soon as they are sent West, 
their Only desire being to get free transpor- 
tation to the frontier.

It is a nearly 
invariable rule that out of ten men 
who withdraw at the end of their five years’ 
service, eight willturn up at some recruiting 
office within six months. I served four years 
asa recruiting officer, and nearly half the 
men I accepted had been in the army within 
ayear. The men seemed to get tired of civil 
life after a very short experience of its de- 
lights, and hurry back into the army. A most 
remarkable fact is that men who desert are 
very frequently captured while trying to re- 
enlist. The fact that so many bid soldiers are 
sent to the distributing depots accounts for 


the short time the recruits are kept in train- 
ing before being sent to their regiments. 
Some of them know as much about drill as the 
sergeants in charge,and are sent off as soon @s 
possible, while the green hands are kept 
much longer.
